WASHINGTON (DIM) 
President Nixon proposed to Congress 
today a $5 1 billion foreign aid program, including $250 million for 
Kgvpt to strengthen the “ forces of moderation in the Middle East 
The aid package for the fiscal year starting July 1 would include $1 5 
billion in United States assistance to international development 
institutions The rest would be for economic and military assistance 
The President also urged Congress to authorize an appropriation of 
$939 8 million to assist South Vietnam. Cambodia and Laos in their 
efforts to shift their economies from war to peace 
Nixon and Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger outlined the 
program at a meeting with congressional leaders and appealed for 
support on grounds that foreign aid “ has become an indespensible 
element” of U S foreign policy 
The $250 million in assistance to Egypt would be used for clearing 
the Suez (’anal, repairing the war damage in adjacent cities and 
restoring Egyptian trade. Nixon said 


He said American diplomatic initiatives in the Mideast had helped 
create conditions “ necessarv for an end to conflict and violence.” 
Of the Middle East in general, Nixon said, “ the hope for a lasting 
solution to the Arab-Israeli dispute is stronger todav than at any time 
in the previous quarter century.” 
Besides the quarter billion for Egypt, the President proposed to 
provide Israel $50 million for security support and $300 million in 
military credit sales to permit it to continue to defend itself and 
reduce the prospect of a new conflict 
He also asked $100 million in military assistance grants for Jordan, 
plus $77 5 million in securitv supporting assistance, and $30 million in 
military credit sales 
In addition. Nixon requested a “ special requirements fund” of $100 
million to be disbursed for new needs that may arise as the outlines of 
a peaceful settlement in the Mideast takes shape, including provision 
for peacekeeping forces, aid to refugees and development projects.

Before 
the 
vote 
was 
taken, 
teacher Norman Larson speaking 
from the audience argued that it 
might be prudent*to not buy all three 
passenger cars at this time. 
Mrs. Steiger raised the question 
some weeks ago based on her 
contention that some economies 
might be realized. At that time, 
Jacoby said the board could change 
its mind before the actual purchase 
if facts pointed in that direction. The 
matter is now settled for the near 
future. 
Earlier all trustees approved the 
purchase of four buses, consisting of 
one 16 passenger from Hames Bus 
Sales; 
an orthopedic bus from 
Crown Coach; and two 48-passenger 
buses from 
United 
Bus 
Sales. 
However, the trustees switched to 
gas engine equipment on the latter 
two buses on the recommendation of 
school business chief Joe Carlin. 
At conclusion of the meeting the 
board conducted a closed executive 
session to consider a complaint by 
two teachers that teachers at the 
fourth, fifth and sixth grade levels 
were being discriminated against in 
terms of the number of minutes per 
day they are required to teach.

In the early phases of the project, 
federal 
and 
state 
grant

covered 80 per cent of the project 
Fortunately, as inflation climbed, so 
did the percentage of the available 
grants. The 1972 amendments to the 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act 
increased federal funding to 75 per 
cent of the eligible costs. The 1972 
amendments of the state Porter- 
Cologne Water Quality Control Act 
similarly 
hikes 
the 
state's 
participation to 12.5 per cent. The 
net effect

shrink

Huge oil 
profits 
reported 


United Press International 
Critics who charged that the 
energy crisis was a maneuver by oil 
companies to increase prices have 
additional fuel for their arguments 
in light of reports of increased 
profits — up by as much as 123 per 
cent —by the nation’s biggest oil 
companies. 
Exxon and Texaco, two of the 
largest multinational oil companies, 
Tuesday 
reported 
sharp 
first- 
quarter gains in profits. 


Exxon, world leader in the oil 
industry, estimated net income for 
the first three months up nearly 39 
per cent, while Texaco, third largest 
in the nation, reported an increase 
of 123 per cent. 
Earlier 
this 
week, 
Gulf 
Oil 
reported a 76 per cent increase in 
profits; Amoco 81 per cent and 
Ashland Oil 40.5 per cent. 


Commonwealth Oil Refining Inc., 
a petrochemical producer based in 
Puerto Rico, had a 450 per cent 
increase in profits. 
Among the smaller companies, 
Occidental 
Petroleum 
Corp. 
announced a 748 per cent increase in 
profits. 
Critics were quick to say ‘‘I told 
you so.” 
Sen. Howard D. Metzenbaum, D- 
Ohio, based much of his campaign 
for the Democratic nomination to 
the Senate on big oil company price 
gouging during the energy shortage. 
A spokesman for Metzenbaum 
said today: 
‘‘The huge profits announced by 
the oil companies confirms all that 
Sen. Metzenbaum has been saying 
about the oil companies ballooning 
the energy shortage into a crisis in 
order to inflate their profits. It also 
confirms the need for a price 
rollback which the senator voted for 
and 
was 
vetoed 
by 
President 
Nixon.”

Watergate conversations, won a 
five-day reprieve on grounds that 
compiling the material was time

The White House official refused 
to say whether Nixon will turn over 
the actual tapes. But he says that 
staffers have been working long 
hours on the transcripts of them. 


The White House version of the 
tapes in the form of transcripts

Chairman Peter Rodino, D-N.J. and

Although Nixon’s aides have not 
said so flatly, White House Press 
Secretary Ronald Ziegler made it 
plain to reporters last month that 
administration contended several of 
the requested tapped conversations 
did not exist.

EDT 
meeting, committee members are 
expected—though they won’t like 
it—to go along with their chairman 
and give the President five more 
days to respond to a subpoena for 42 
Watergate tapes.

Miss Hearst, three other white 
women and a black man believed to 
belong to the Symbionese Liberation 
Army, which kidnaped the 20-year- 
old newspaper heiress Feb. 4, took 
part in the robbery in which more 
than $10,000 was taken and two 
bystanders were seriously wounded.

in his bid this year for the 
State Senate. 
GOO 
officers

audience, 
including 
Mrs 
Lois 
Sidenberg, 
strongly 
protested 
that 
“ whoever 
contacted you didn't speak 
for GOO ’’ 


Incensed 
at Catterlin’s 
vote 
siding 
with 
north 
county supervisors Curtis 
Tunnell 
and 
Francis 
Beattie, spectators called 
out “ Who called you9” and 
Cecil 
Hendrickson, 
Carpinteria 
realtor, 
rose 
from the audience to shout 


to Catterlin: “ Your actions 
and reply are childish' ” 
Catterlin indicated he had 
“ turned 
over” 
possible 
identity of the callers, but 
refused to offer any more 
inform ation 
when 
questioned. An alternate on 
the 
special 
county 
committee 
framing 
the 
ordinance said he guessed 
Catterlin turned over the 
information to the office of 
District Attorney David D 
Minier. 
Catterlin and Supervisor 
James M. Slater — a strong

Fraud filed 
against home 
freezer firm 


District Attorney David 
Minier 
announced 
today 
that his office has filed a 
criminal fraud complaint 
against 
Home 
Food 
Services, a Los Angeles 
based freezer food firm 
The complaint alleges false 
ad vertisin g 
and 
misrepresentations 
concerning 
the 
firm’s 
freezer food plan. 
Home 
Food 
Service 
represented to consumers in 
the Lompoc area that their 
plan of buying meat and 
food items in bulk would 
result in a savings to the 
Lompoc consumers. 
A lengthy investigation 
was conducted to determine 
if the consumer did in fact 
pay lower prices by buying 
bulk quantities of food from 
Home Food Services. Gerry 
Johnson, an investigator for 
the county 
weights and 
measures office in Santa 
Maria, 
together 
with 
Sergeant McCauley of the 
sheriff’s office, investigated 
one such sale to a Lompoc 
resident. 
Their 
investigation disclosed that 
the Lompoc resident was 
“ guaranteed” 5% pounds of 
food 
under 
the 
bulk 
purchase plan. 
However, 
when he received his order, 
investigator 
Johnson 
weighed all the items and 
found the order to be 58 
pounds short. 
Investigator Johnson and 
Sergeant 
McCauley 
also 
conducted a survey of four 
stores: Safeway, Williams 
Brothers, S & S Market in 
Lompoc, and Scolari’s in 
Santa 
Maria, 
comparing 
prices 
of 
each 
item 
purchased from Home Food 
Services with these stores. 
The Lompoc resident had 
paid Home Food Services a 
total of $675.45, including a 
$46.45 in finance charges. 
The 
identical 
items

well 
Inside North Korea, Kim 
is the subject of one of the 
most intensive personality 
cults in the Socialist world, 
perhaps even 
surpassing 
those of Mao Tse-tung in 
China and the late Ho Chi 
Minh in North Vietnam. 
Pyongyang 
newspapers 
refer 
to 
him 
as 
“ the 
brilliant iron-willed ever- 
victorious commander,” or 
“ the respected and beloved 
leader Kim Il-sung.” When 
the North Korean press 
quotes his words, they are 
prefaced by the phrase: 
“ the 
leader 
taught 
as 
follows...” 
Although Kim has been 
running North Korea since 
1945, the high-flown praise 
is 
a 
fa irly 
recent 
development. It was not 
evident in North Korean 
news agency reports 
10 
years ago, and began to 
appear only in the late 1960s. 
There is no reason to think 
it was the result of mere 
personal vanity. Kim is a 
self-assured 
and 
hard- 
headed man whose position 
in 
North Korea 
is not 
threatened. More likely, it 
is a calculated effort to 
increase 
North 
Korea’s 
influence by building Kim 
up for a future role as an 
elder 
statesman 
of 
the 
socialist world. 
It can be useful for a 
single 
individual 
to 
personify and speak for a 
country, as both Ho Chi- 
Minh and Mao Tse-tung 
have demonstrated. 
Kim’s 
father 
was 
a 
country school teacher who 
engaged 
in 
revolutionay 
activity 
against 
Korea’s 
Japanese 
rulers. 
Kim 
himself became a convert to 
Marxism by the time he was 
15. 


The Communists lost no 
time in putting him to work. 
Kim’s official 
biography 
says that from 1927, when he 
was just 15, until 1945 he 
shuttled between Manchuria 
and 
Korea, 
organizing 
guerrillas 
to 
fight 
and 
sabotage the Japanese. U.S. 
military sources say he 
spent much time in the 
Soviet Union, and probably 
served in the Red Army. 


In any event, he stood well 
with 
the Soviets. 
When 
Kim’s guerrillas and Soviet 
troops reached Pyongyang 
after 
the 
collapse 
of 
Imperial 
Japan, 
Kim 
immediately took charge of 
the 
North 
Korean 
occupation zone. 


By the expenditure of 
more than 50,000 men in the 
Korean war and billions of 
dollars 
in 
military 
and 
economic 
aid 
to 
South 
Korea, the United States 
has helped frustrate Kim’s 
ambition to unite Korea 
under socialist rule.

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Robbers prey heavy 
on old and weak, 
survey reveals 


DAVIS. Calif i U P I) — In 
any given year there are 
more than 300.000 robberies 
in the United States. 
They 
occur 
on 
dark, 
poorly lit streets in the core 
of the nation’s cities, during 
daylight hours in suburban 
shopping centers and in 
America’s gasoline stations, 
banks, walk-in diners, liquor 
stores and chain drive ins. 
A lot is known about the 
policemen and detectives 
who 
arrest 
and 
stalk 
robbers. But what about the 
bandits who mug, and stick 
up innocent persons who 
happen to be in the right 
place at the wrong time? 
Many 
who 
have 
been 
robbed —along with those 
who 
haven’t 
had 
the 
frightening 
experience 
—may view the robber as 
fearless and bold. 
But a three-year study 
just released by the Center 
of 
Administration 
of 
Criminal 
Justice at the 
University of California at 
Davis, showed that robbers 
prey heavily on the old and 
the weak 
University 
researchers, 
who interviewed hundreds 
of robbers and their victims 
in Oakland, reported that 
half of the female victims 
involved in street robberies 
were over the age of 55. 
while 33 per cent were over 
the age of 65. 
Most 
of 
the 
women 
subjected to the sudden 
attack of a robber, or a band 
of them, were out of their 
homes because they were 
shopping or doing other 
necessary chores such as 
paying bills. 
In 
the 
study 
of 
93 
robberies, 
researchers 
found that 66 per cent of the 
victims had been subjected 
to some kind of force. More 
than half of the incidents 
resulted in some type of 
injury to the victim, but of 
these less than half required 
medical treatment. 
In this case study it was 
found that victims were 
predominantly female. 
In 
the 
sample, 
seven 
victim s 
required 
hospitalization. All of them 
were over the age of 61. 
They 
remained 
in 
the 
hospital for a period of time 
which 
ranged 
from 
overnight to more than 90 
days. 
Victims said they were in 
contact with the robbers for 
only a brief time —ranging 
from 30 seconds to more 
than three minutes. 
Eighty per cent of the 
victims reported that the 
robber got less than $50 and 
25 per cent said they lost 
money or property valued at 
less than $10. 
“ Physical 
resistance,” 
researchers wrote, “ such as 
trying to hit the robber, 
struggle 
or 
hold 
onto 
property, generally led to 
more injury.” 
But 
yelling 
and 
screaming, 
the 
study 
revealed, generally brought 
no adverse reaction and 
occasionally 
helped 
the 


situation 
In interviews with 113 
adult 
Oakland 
robbers, 
researchers found that a 
majority of the criminals 
said they needed money for 
food 
and 
shelter, 
while 
others said they needed 
clothing, a car or a place of 
their own to live. 
"Two had been involved in 
other crimes and wanted to 
leave the state to avoid 
arrest,” the study showed. 
“ Several of the adults said 
they were attempting to 
recover money which they 
claimed was either theirs or 
owed to them.” 
Seventy-five per cent of 
the 
adult 
robbers 
interviewed said they were 
not working at the time they 
committed the crime. 
“ Less than half said they 
were looking for work,” re­ 
searchers said “ Many of 
those not looking for work 
were ‘hooked’ on heroin 
Others had tried to find 
work for six months. ” 
Researchers —headed by 
professors Floyd 
Feeney 
and Adrianne Weir —said 25 
per cent of the robbers 
interviewed reported being 
high 
on 
drugs 
or 
a 
combination of drugs and 
alcohol when committing 
the crime. Another 13 per 
cent said they were drunk at 
the time. 
According to the study, 
half of the robbers did not 
plan their holdups, strong- 
arm robberies and purse 
snatches. More than 50 per 
cent said they never thought 
of getting caught by police. 
“ A number hadn’t even 
started out to do a robbery,” 
the report said. 
A 
majority 
preferred 
doing their “ work” in their 
hometowns, while 42 per 
cent of them “ worked” 
their own neighborhoods. 
The study showed that 
robbers were very seldom 
outnumbered by victims. 
Seventy-five per cent of the 
time victims were alone, 
and in 66 per cent of the 
cases studied, robbers were 
in pairs or groups. 
“ When guns were used, 
they were generally used to 
beat the victims rather than 
shoot them,” the report 
said. 
And it seemed, according 
to researchers, the peak 
times 
for 
robberies 
involving 
male 
victims 
during summer months was 
from 9 p.m. to 2 a.m. (In the 
winter from 6 p.m. to 2 
a.m.) Robberies of females 
were more dispersed than 
those of males. They were 
concentrated 
in

shopping hours and in the 
open streets. November and 
Decem ber 
were 
particularly high for female 
robberies. 
For 
males,

showed, skid-row bars, and 
areas around 
houses of 
prostitution were where the

Vietnam vet jobless 
rate shows increase 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The unemployment rate for 
Vietnam War era veterans 
rose from 4.2 per cent to 5.1 
per cent in the first three 
months of 1974 as 60,000 
jobless ex-GIs were added 
to the rolls, the government 
said today. 
Younger 
vets 
were 
particularly hard-hit. 
The higher unemployment 
came despite an increase of 
133,000 Vietnam War era 
veterans with jobs, raising 
the total to 5.4 million, the 
Labor Department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said. 
By the end of March, 
there 
were 
290,000 
unemployed veterans aged 
20 to 34 years, the BLS said, 
representing a 5.1 per cent 
jobless rate. But the rate 
was 9.9 per cent for those 
between 20 and 24 years — 
compared to 7.7 per cent for 
non-veterans the same age. 
The 5.1 per cent jobless 
rate was less than half the 
peak rate of 11 per cent 
reached in January of 1971. 
Special programs by the

Hart of the incidental infor­ 
mation culled from Ihe in­ 
vestigation of President Nix­ 
on’s tax returns was that in 
1972 he contributed a mere 
$292 to charity. 


The niggardly gift was 
surprising to much of the na­ 
tion, but not really a subject 
of controversy because of a 
general belief that charities 
are old fashioned, that phi­ 
lanthropy is fading and that 
donations in general are 
down. 


No so. According to statis­ 
tics just compiled, charities 
are enjoying unprecedented 
favor in America, and the 
President, in 1972, simply 
was not doing his share. The 
Am erican Association of 
Fund Raising Counsel re­ 
ports that some 27-million 
I a x re tu rn s 
in d ic a te d 
charitable deductions last 
year, and some half million 
charities shared in a record- 
breaking receipt of $24.5 
billion.

Workeen ol the National In­ 
form ation Bureau, believe 
young people, tom orrow's 
givers, ‘ are being turned off 
by charity." 
The reason for the concern 
is simple: Many charities op­ 
erate fun d -ra isin g cam ­ 
paigns th a t raise m ore 
money for the fund raisers 
than the charity. And it's not 
only young people who are 
disturbed by such (questiona­ 
ble procedures, it s every­ 
body who’s aware of what 
sometimes goes on. Says 
Jack Schwartz, whose 42- 
year-old Fund Raising Coun­ 
cil is a collection of 30 major, 
and presumably legitimate, 
firms. 


“ We fight this image all 
the time. Everytime some 
fly-by-night shyster clips the 
p u b lic , le g itim a te fund 
raisers are hurt. People get 
suspicious and it’s harder to 
get them to give." 
To be sure, there are 
n u m e ro u s fly - b y - n ig h t 
shysters. One Washington, 
D.C., fund raiser recently 
forced charity organizers to 
sign a c o n tra c t w h ich 
allowed him to take his ex­ 
penses and profit before any 
donations could go to the 
needy. 
Another group, called the 
Friends of the FBI, is re­ 
ported to have used such 
devious tactics in money 
raising that the most popular 
G-Man of them all, T V ’s 
Ephrem Zimbalist, Jr. w ith­ 
drew his name from its list of 
alleged supporters. 
But breaking or bending 
legalities is not the most pre- 
v a le n t o f fu n d - r a is in g 
abuses. In most cases the 
perversion is mostly an ethi­ 
cal one: Fund raisers milk 
high but lawful profits from 
ostensibly worthy causes. 
In one classic example un­ 
covered by Sen. Walter Mon- 
dale’s Senate Subcommittee 
on Children and Youth, in­ 
vestigators found that fund 
raisers for a group called 
Asthmatic Childrens Foun­ 
dation raised $10 m illion to 
help the diseased kids, then 
pocketed 86 per cent of the 


negative side of charity cam­ 
paigns. 
He says the unworthies are 
“ an extrem ely small per­ 
centage" of the total. He adds 
that the major fund-raising 
firms w ill not even consider 
a charity campaign if the 
cost gets much above 25-30 
per cent. 
Yet as of now, very little is 
known about the extent of 
fund-raising abuse The true 
crooks may be, as Schwartz 
says, “ an extremely small 
E 
ercentage" of the overall; 
ut then again the NIB, 
which acts as a fact-finding 
agency for philanthropers, 
annually finds that some 75 
of the nation’s largest and 
most entrenched charities 
operate to some degree of in­ 
efficiency or exaggeration. 
Some states and cities do 
regulate charities, and de­ 
mand such information as fi­ 
nancial breakdowns, but for 
the most part, this data, na­ 
tionally, is privileged. Rep. 
Lionel Van Deerlin (D-Calit.) 
reports that he recently tried

to check into the operations 
of several ch a ritie s and 
found they refused to answer 
any questions. 
The National Chamber of 
Commerce and the Better 
Business Bureau also have 
had d iffic u ltie s g e ttin g 
charities to reveal the eco­ 
nomics of their operations. In 


some cases, the charities 
refuse for reason of “ p ri­ 
vacy", and many well-known 
religious charities say they 
m aintain secrecy on the 
sacred tenent of church and 
state separation. 
Not surprisingly, attempts 
are being made to change 
this secrecy. Van Deerlin has 


introduced a House h ill 
which would force charities 
which solicit by mail to dis­ 
close the tacts ot their money 
disbursement. Mondale is 
leaning toward the creation 
ol some kind ol federal infor­ 
mation center whereby any 
citizen can check on the 
worthiness of his prospective 


charity and the use of his do­ 
nated dollar. 
Less specific, but ap­ 
parently equally concerned, 
the Nixon administration has 
set up a commission to 
“ study the situation." 
But in lieu ol new laws or 
restrictions, legitimate fund 
raisers and charitv workers 


say the abuses can even now 
be minimized if individuals 
and corporations follow two 
simple and logical rules 
U) Never give money to 
unidentified people and (2), 
Never give money to a 
charily that will not reveal 
how its donations are spent 
“ Charity shall cover the 
m ultitude of sins,’’ says 
Revelations 4-8, and in this 
day and age, that includes 
naivete.

Sewing pro pins down top ten questions

When I meet a sewing ex­ 
pert whose job involves talk- 
lng with thousands of 
women, I have a standard 
query: What questions are 
you most often asked'.' 
Vivian Shields is one such 
individual. And, recently she 
gave me a set of questions 
and answers. V ivia n , a 
handsome, vivacious, hard­ 
working and talented mother 
of lour, has won several 
awards for her sewing exper­ 
tise. She is an authority on 
fitting, styling and stitching, 
and has created a touring 
fashion show seen in fabric 
and departm ent 
stores 
across the country as fashion 
and design consultant for 
Swiss-Bernina, Inc. She runs 
classes in creative sewing, 
tailoring, 
pattern-making 
and design from her New 
Jersey home. 
Here is her list of the top 10 
sewing questions: 
Q. How can 1 choose a flat­ 
tering pattern?

q. Is it necessary to make 
a muslin for every pattern?

The dollars and 
‘sense’ of kids

“ Do Americans suddenly hate kids’’ 
“ Esquire" asks the question in its March issue, with its 
usual emphasis on being trendy and ironic and avoiding sen­ 
timent like the plague. 
There’s the "High Cost of Childhood chart which enumer­ 
ates expenses incurred by children from conception through 
graduate school — at least $203,026 according to their 
calculations. »Figures, of course, include tuition to Harvard 
Law School. $200 worth of infant toys, color TV for the kids’ 
room and other expenses which some of us might not consid­ 
er absolutely essential.)

If the dollar cost doesn't make you think twice about pro­ 
geny. Jane Wilson sends out these salvos on the emotional 
toll: "What is the most desirable temperament tor an adult 
human being whose days are to be spent in the constant 
custodial care of small children? An unusual combination of 
vitality and placidity is required, of a sort most likely to be 
found, if anywhere, in a not very-bright 14-vear-old girl 
(How's that for sticking it to the American housewife” 
What? You say you realize infants can be draining, but you 
are w illing to lead a less-exciting life for a few years so you 
can give your young children the emotional support they 
need” Here’s Ms. Wilson's answer to that.» 
"The dominant American parental emotion, when con­ 
fronted with what selfless effort has wrought over the years 
in the family room, is likely to be guilt, closely seconded by 
rage, and a feeling of having been thoroughly conned. 
(I’m still in the family room, so 1 can t look back And 1 
have felt guilt and rage as a parent, but I’ve also experi­ 
enced satisfaction and pride, wonder and delight, and a 
deeper sense of gratitude than a paycheck has ever in­ 
spired.) 
Garry Wills' piece. "Are Young Americans Afraid to Have 
Kids”", finally gets beyond the delectably snide Esquire put 
downs, to the source of the trouble. He uncovers a fear that 
grows as the underpinnings of our culture are kicked out in 
the name of freedom, a fear that we are not up to the job of 
parenting, of fostering another person’s identity, because we 
don't know w ho we are. 
"Until one knows who or what he or she is, how bring an­ 
other thing or self into the messy guessing game of modern 
life? It is bad enough to be a guinea pig oneself. Guinea pig- 
gizing’ others seems cruel. There are, as they say. trial mar­ 
riages, but no such thing as trial children." 
About 40 years ago another young American had her 
doubts about parenting. As she examined the child-hating 
attitudes of the primitive Mungdugumoor tribesmen (and 
tribeswomen), Margaret Mead made up her mind 
"I reacted so strongly against the set of the culture that it 
was here I decided that I would have a child no matter how- 
many miscarriages it meant. It seemed clear to me that a 
culture that so repudiated children could not be a good cul­ 
ture.’’

State Kissinger as they pre­ 
pare to pick up the pieces 
of 1 
after another of his periodic 
dressing downs of the British 
foreign secretary at London 
Airport (a practice likely to 
change with the new and 
more accommodating Labor 
foreign secretary). 
K stands for what9 Politi­ 
cally, it means “ kingpin” in 
the global conflict-handling 
mechanism, at least as the 
media sees it. The king was 
crowned by the Nobel Peace 
Prize Committee (at the 
price of several resignations 
and doubts in not a few 
minds about the Prize s 
future standing) and he 
reigns supreme. 
But how does Henry the K 
rate in real life when 
m a t c h e d a g a i n s t his 
assidiously promoted image9 
The Peace Prize was 
awarded for his role in Viet­ 
nam; yet the present state of 
that unhappy country would 
certainly be seen as a 
calamity were it not for the 
greater horrors that had 
gone before. Moreover, why 
did Henry the K take so long 
to achieve the little he did9 
Did he do more than any 
other U.S. diplomat could 
have done — given the same 
backing and opportunities - 
or was he just the man on the 
scene? 
Could we ask the same 
questions about his China 
policy? Was it the skillful 
diplomacy of Henry the K 
that brought the reapproach 
ment or would it have hap­ 
pened anyway since it was 
long overdue? Besides, the 
road to Peking was already 
well-trampled by Western 
statesmen. Was Dr. Kissinger 
showing the way or was he 
shown the way? 
Does he rate better in the 
Middle East or is he yet an­ 
other ineffectual mediating 
messenger boy? It is happily 
true that the Egyptian and 
Israeli armies have let each 
other off the hook with not a 
l i t t l e help from Dr. 
Kissinger. But Kissinger has 
given the Egyptians a prom­ 
issory note — more of the 
same and soon. 
Will he be able to convince 
or cajole the Israelis into 
complying with his grand 
design, without being able to 
get them to withdraw from 
the Golan Heights as he did 
at Suez? Kissinger has given 
no evidence that he can 
satisfy the long-term aspira­ 
tions of any of the Middle 
Eastern powers, including 
Israel, or the Palestinians 
whether it be for security, 
justice, religion or territory. 
Nor has he shown that he can 
impose a settlement upon 
them. 
Henry the K does not seem 
to have demonstrated an in­ 
sight which can separate 
these interlocked conflicts 
and defuse them by creating 
a framework in which the 
values of the parties are 
fulfilled rather than frustr­ 
ated. Nor can he resort to the 
big stick, since to coerce 
small but determined actors 
is too costly — Vietnam, 
Rhodesia, Angola and North­ 
ern Ireland serve as ex­ 
cellent witnesses. 
If Israel and the Arab 
states can not coerce the 
Palestinians, why should He- 


mitted in the pursuit of their 
few but strongly held goals. 
They need merely to rely on 
the eventual lassitude of 
their oppressors who have 
other, more profitable, irons 
in the fire. 
Henry the K may be able to 
convince the Egyptians, and 
perhaps the .Jordanians, but 
he is finding the Palesti­ 
nians, the Syrians, the Saudis 
and the Israelis to be a dif­ 
ferent and less tractable 
breed. 
Moreover, his failures 
might threaten the internal 
position of Egypt's President 
Sadat, whose reliance on He­ 
nry is total. Dr. Kissinger can 
be a costly friend. 
And how does he fare with 
traditional friends? The 
“ Year of Europe” collapsed 
— the very phrase being seen 
by many Europeans as an ar­ 
rogant slight. From the mire 
of Watergate, Dr Kissinger 
can publicly doubt the 
legitimacy of*all European 
governments since World 
War I (as he did in recent 
conversation with congres­ 
sional wives), which prompts 
E u r o p e a n s to wonder 
whether he had not better 
first attend to the muck on 
his side of the pond. 
When things do not go his 
way, he flies (literally) into a 
tantrum instead of pausing 
for a moment and asking 
what the problem is. He 
allows his boss to threaten 
the Europeans that if they do 
not play his game in econom­ 
ics he will take his soldiers 
home. 
But if European security is 
a U.S. interest, can he afford 
to let the boss cut off his nose 
to spite his face? Or will he 
seek to destroy what so much 
U.S. treasure has sought to 
create - Western European 


Meanwhile. Amer 1 ca s 
other bosom friends manage 
t( inflict upon themselves a 
plethora of dictatorships 
which display all the tradi­ 
tional brutality of Latin 
American despots but little 
of their equally traditional 
chumminess with the United 
States and its economic in­ 
terests. 
It is true that a healing 
salve has been put on the 
running sore of the Panama 
Canal, but the Cuban com­ 
plaint is neglected. So. too, is 
Africa, despite the horrors ot 
famine and revolutionary 
and racial war. Does Dr. 
Kissinger ever consider the 
sort of world it would be if 
the poverty and color lines 
fused? Will the world of the 
next century be a South 
African fortress writ large9 
If old friends are not such 
good friends, perhaps new 
Friends are. Dr. Kissinger is 
much appreciated in Moscow 
and for this we can all be 
grateful. The Soviet-Ameri- 
can relationship is a success 
story, but it has yet to lift 
from the world the ever­ 
present threat of nuclear 
destruction. 
As Dr. Kissinger flies 
about the world trying to 
patch up peace he seems to 
be operating in the fashion of 
his mentor, Mettermch. Met- 
ternich failed because his 
proclaimed use of power pol­ 
itics only patches up a peace 
in the short term. 
For a lasting and real 
peace, support from and to 
the parties is necessary; 
coercion and cajoling do not 
work. 
Peace can only come w hen 
values are fulfilled and not 
when they are merely held in 
check. If Henry the K could 
consider other people s 
values instead of trying to 
impose his own, he might 
genuinely become Henry the 
Kingpin on the conflict 
scene. 
Meanwhile, the mammoth 
bureaucracy of the State 
Department, over which 
Kissinger supposedly has 
control, creaks and groans, 
and the lines for passports 
and visas grow longer and 
longer around the world.

Analysis of decision 
making shows surprises

NEW YORK (U P I)-Not 
so many years ago the 
executive who made rapid- 
fire decisions was greatly 
admired. 
Today such a boss is likely 
to give his associates a bad 
case of the jitters. He not 
only may harm his company 
but may pose at least some 
threat 
to 
the 
nation’s 
economy or its environ­ 
ment, says Prof. Howard 
Raiffa of Harvard. 
Raiffa teaches a course 
called “ Analysis of Decision 
Making.” 
It 
has 
been 
reduced to a home study 
format of 10 loose leaf-books 
and some audio cassettes 
and is being marketed by 
Encyclopedia 
Britannica 
Educational Corp. Either as 
taught at Harvard or in the 
home study version, it has 
been used and endorsed by 
executives 
at 
General 
Electric, Pillsbury, DuPont, 
Ford Motor Co., Arthur D. 
Little, Inc., General Motors. 
Polaroid, 
Procter 
and 
Gamble and others. 
It can reduce or eliminate 
risk 
in 
many 
kinds of 
decisions, says Raiffa. “ A 
personal one, for example, 
an executive of one big 
company 
who 
was 
transferred 
to

location for a fixed period of

years

principles of the course to

General Electric had to 
decide whether to raise 
prices on a mature product 
the sales of which were

The Raiffa 
method showed it would be 
wiser to raise the price. 
Raiffa said the need for 
his 
course 
developed 
because modern business 
conditions 
have 
made 
effective decision-making a 
poignant, even an agonizing 
process. 
“ Bad decisions not only 
can be costly, they can help 
deplete our growing list of 
endangered resources,” he 
said. 
Professor Raiffa said the 
decision-making process is 
now so complicated that 
“ there is no longer any 
element or factor which 
may not at some time 
become 
relevant 
to 
a 
decision.” 
Naturally, 
he 


said, 
realization of that 
makes 
many 
executives 
who must make decisions 
feel 
personally 
overwhelmed. 
In an apparent paradox, 
Raiffa said many executives 
are too frightened by the 
unavailability of some data 
they feel they ought to have 
in order to make a correct 
decision. Actually, he said, 
the manager must realize 
that he never will be able to 
have all the necessary facts 
He 
quoted 
a 
noted 
management 
consultant.

would like to build himself a 
little hut out of wood with a 
cardboard roof. 
But until he can manage 
that, he believes he makes 
out fine in his present home, 
a cardboard box about the 
size of a sleeping bag. 
Smith, 67, an unemployed 
baker, sleeps in the box in a 
heavily wooded vacant lot 
not too far from downtown 
Tallahassee. 
He does his cooking on a 
camp stove, but at another 
vacant lot where there is a 
water faucet. He says he 
eats mostly grits, potatoes

The box, an old appliance

home he can afford on his

Fill 'er up with methane? 


Hawaii moves to eliminate gasoline 
Turmoil in the Justice Department 


By Leonard Lueras 
HONOLULU - (NBA) - 
"Instead of a tiger. we have a 
chicken in mir tank 
With that sendofl from its 
developer, a large sedan 
powered by a combination ol 
refined chicken manure, pif| 
manure and shredded palm 
fronds began a historic 
journey around a campus 
fountain at the University ol 
Hawaii 
The automobile, which 
runs on methane gas made 
front local organic waste, 
leaves nothing in its wake ex­ 
cept non polluting water 
vapor. 
Now, for the first time, 
methane automobile fuel is 
going to he commercially 
produced and distributed by 
Kncotcch, a Hawaii-based 
"energy conversion 
cor­ 
poration funded by a group ol 
ioeal investors 
W hile Kncotech s aim is to 
turn waste into profit, it has 
received a great deal ot re­ 
search and development aid 
from scientists at the Univer­ 
sity of Hawaii who believe in 
the long-range environmen­ 
tal benefits of nonpolluting 
fuel. 
In return, Kncotech has do­ 
nated a grant of $19,500 to the 
University for further study 
Of an organic waste recycling 
system. Moreover, it has 
committed in perpetuity a 
portion of all pretax Kn­ 
cotech profits to sustain re­ 
search by the University to 
create other recycled waste 
products. 
At the demonstration, Dr. 
Jam es H. Koshi, ot the 
University’s animal sciences 
department, and John van 
Geldern, Encotechs project 
manager, announced that, if 
fully implemented, their gar- 
bage-to-fuel scheme could 
eliminate all the sewage 
being generated by the 678,- 
124 residents of Honolulu 


within live years. 
When the nonpolluting 
methane gas is in commen- 
cal production later this 
year, it will be sold to drivers 
at a pump cost ot 36 cents per 
gallon - a little more than 
hall the going price of regu­ 
lar oil-based gasoline. 
Along with the price dif­ 
ference, van Geldern claims 
that methane gas will in­ 
crease a car s miles-per- 
gallon performance by about 
15 to 30 per cent. 
In other words, it your car 
is now getting 10 miles per 
gallon of regular gasoline, 
you should get about 12.5 
miles per gallon on methane 


gas at 60 per cent ol the cost 
per gallon 
"Nut the most important 
tiling, van (»eldern said, "is 
it's clean There's nothing 
let I Just Water vapor 
Koslu and van (»eldern ex­ 
plained that "w hen methane 
is commercially produced 
and littered, it Iwcomes an 
odorless, colorless, clean- 
burning 100 octane fuel 
which produces absolutely no 
harmful smog-creating ex­ 
haust emissions. 
"Among the fuel's plus fac­ 
tors, they said "is its low cost 
and its lack ol gums, tars, 
varnishes or carbon deposits 
on engines 
"Engines can go further 
between oil changes, and 
some cars have been known 
to operate over 150.000 miles 
without the need for a ring or 
valve job.” 
In the demonstration at the 
University of Hawaii, fuel 
came from an air tank lo­ 
cated in the trunk just behind 
the spare tire. The tank was 
about four feet long and 12 in­ 
ches in diameter, with a 
capacity ol about 12 gallons 
under pressure. 
"By using dry-vapor fuel 
like this, you get mileage- 
plus. because dry vapor is to­ 
tally burned, 
van Geldern 
said, adding that “you lose 
about 30 per cent of wet fuel" 
via evaporation. 
He explained further that 
besides the air tank, the only 
conversions required on a 
normal car are the installa­ 
tion of a two-stage regulator 
which reduces air pressure, 
an air filter and a fuel cutoff 
device for the regular gas 
tank lines. 
The cost of converting an 
ordinary gasoline-combus- 
tion car to a methane gas sys­ 
tem, he said, would be bet­ 
ween $180 and $200 per vehi­ 
cle. 
However, Kncotech is plan­ 


ning to convert combustion 
systems tree Of charge and 
allow the vehicle owner to 
pay lor the conversion over 
several years as a small pail 
ol the over all methane fuel 
costs 
Van (»eldern said that the 
methane system is better 
than a normal gasoline sys­ 
tem because "government 
rated air tanks used to store 
methane are 10 times safer 
than normal gasoline tanks. 
“ N on cant puncture them 
as easily, they lake more 
heat, and methane-vapor fuel 
has a much higher flash point 
than regular gasoline, 
lie 
said. 
Kncotech is presently 
study mg 10 sites on the island 
of Oahu and hopes to break 
ground on the first ot 10 
waste-digesting plants by 
I line. 
"We should he in operation 
by August, and by the end of 
the year we ssould be produc­ 
ing about 80.000 gallons of 
methane gas a week," van 
Geldern said. 
II all goes according to 
plan. Kncotech should be up 
to 800,000 gallons a week by 
the end of next year. 
Apparently, the company’s 
economic prospect is as at­ 
tractive as its ecological 
p ro m is e . A g ro u p of 
Hawaiian businessmen has 
invested $3.5 million in the 
privately held corporation. 
The methane producing 
plants should cost around 
$400,000 each. And company 
spokesmen feel certain they 
will begin paying for them­ 
selves immediately. 
“ What it will mean in terms 
of the individual is less costly 
and more abundant fuel from 
a source that cannot be 
depleted — and a cleaner en­ 
vironment in which to live," 
said van Geldern.

Turkey's decision to reject

Triangle where Thailand, 
Burma and Laos meet. 
The Americans, financing 
a similar campaign there, 
have already paid $7 million 
to reward Thai tribesmen 
who agree to discard the 
opium petals for mai/.e and 
vegetables with guaranteed 
markets. Thailand's King 
Bhumibol himself has inter­ 
vened to encourage this 
Mafia-Rotarian switch from 
opium-growing. 
A recent estimate claimed 
that in five north-eastern 
Thai villages where the com­ 
pensation scheme had been 
operating opium production 
had fallen by 40-50 per cent. 


But the Golden Triangle pro­ 
duces more than 700 tons of 
opium each year and no one 
has been quite sure how 
much it would cost the Amer­ 
icans to seduce the thousands 
of villagers from their sim­ 
ple, traditional and reward­ 
ing poppy-growing. 


World opium prices have 
been soaring and this year's 
harvest in south-east Asia 
will double the local poppy- 
growers’ return of $50 per 
chia <1.6 kilograms) last year 
to $100 this year. 
The collapsed American 
venture in Turkey cost $36 
million in compensation over 
two years. The experiment in 
the Golden Triangle would 
greatly multiply the initial 
American investment it it 
were pressed to a conclusion: 
After the Turkish about-face, 
it is doubtful whether the 
south-east Asian project can 
go on getting that sort of 
money from the United 
States.’

oping countries that have 
been hard hit by rocketing oil 
prices. 
But this fund is still only a 
hazy concept, and the cartel 
approach has little to offer to 
poor countries that do not 
happen to possess valuable 
minerals.. France’s repeti­ 
tion in New' York of its call 
for a conference limited to 
the energy problem may yet 
provide a cue for the chorus 
of reproaches that the Arabs 
fear. The presence of China's 
Teng Hsiao-ping — who. 
after his years in eclipse, has- 
regained Peking's loftiest 


heights by rejoining the polit- 
buro - suggests that China 
will try to impose its leader­ 
ship on the whole third-world 
during a debate that w ill give 
it ample opportunities to 
thump both Russia and the 
West. 
And another development 
that will hardly make the 
Algerians' task any easier 
was the UN Secretariat docu­ 
ment issued on April 5 which 
showed that the primary pro­ 
ducers terms of trade have 
improved, on average, by 45 
per cent since 1970, and have 
thus fully regained their 1950 
position. 
This session is, in fact, 
being held just at the time 
when the worst of the prob­ 
lems that are cited to justify 
it has ceased to exist.

WASHINGTON - (LENS) 
— Next to the White House it­ 
self, probably no agency of 
government has suffered 
from the Watergate scandals 
as much as the Department 
of Justice. 
Of the three predecessors 
of William Saxbe. the present 
Attorney G eneral, John 
Mitchell is on trial, Richard 
Kleindienst resigned under a 
cloud and llu* third. Elliot 
Richardson, resigned rather 
than obey an order from the 
President. 
It proved impossible for the 
Justice Department to in­ 
vestigate thoroughly, or to be 
seen to investigate thor­ 
oughly, or to be seen to do so, 
allegations of misconduct in 
the White House. Much of the 
conflict of loyalities arises 
from the traditional practice 
of Presidents using the office 
to reward principals in their 
election campaigns. 
President Truman appoint­ 
ed Howard McGrath. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower appointed 
Herbert Brownell, President 
Kennedy appointed his 
brother Robert and President 
Nixon appointed Mitchell. 
The latter was, of course, 
Mr. Nixon’s campaign man­ 
ager in 1968 and in part of the 
1972 campaign and served as 
Attorney General in the in­ 
terim. 
Under the nominal super­ 
vision of the Justice Depart­ 
ment is the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, the director 
of which is appointed hv the 
W hite House. J. Ed g ar 
Hoover was never anyone’s 
man but his ow n, but his suc­ 
cessor, Patrick Gray, bent 
pitifully, even to the extent of 
burning Watergate evidence, 
under the demands made of 
him by staff from the White 
House. 


These are some of the prob­ 
lems on which Senator Sam 
Ervin (D — S.C.) has been 
holding hearings before his 
Judiciary subcommittee on 
the separation of powers. 
Specifically, witnesses were 
asked their opinion of a bill 
sponsored by Senator Ervin 
that would make the Justice 
Department virtually inde­ 
pendent of the executive. 


Under the bill the Attorney 
General would continue to be 
appointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate. 
But he would serve a six-year 
term, unlike the President, 
w hose term is four years, and 
be rem ovable only for 
“ neglect of duty or malfea­ 
sance in office". 


The Deputy Attorney Gen­ 
eral and Solicitor General 
would be appointed and 
serve under the same condi­ 
tions. The Attorney General 
would appoint his nine Assis­ 
tant Attorneys G eneral. 
United States Attorneys and 
the director of the FBI, the 
latter to serve a four-year 
term. 


Saxbe commented at a 
press conference that he did 
not think that “the country is 
ready for this bill”. And, ex­ 
cept for one witness who sug­ 
gested that Congress look at 
the British practice of giving 
the Lord Chancellor the more 
political role and keeping the 
Attorney General as a chief 
prosecutor, most of those 
testifying at the hearings 
agreed w ith him. 


Most witnesses claimed 
that politics, in the sense of 
policy, was essential to the 
direction of the department, 
that enforcement of anti­ 
trust law and civil rights had 
to be in line with election 
pledges and that a President

Kennedy could not he ex­ 
pected to work With an At­ 
torney General like John 
Mitchell nor a President Nix­ 
on with a Ramsey Clark. 
( >nly Clark w ent so far as to 
suggest in the hearings that 
some high officials of the 
department be of the opposite 
political party as the admin­ 
istration of the day, although 
there was agreement on the 
need for the Senate to refuse 
to confirm political cronies 
as Attorneys General. 
But Theodore Sorensen, 
former special counsel to 
President Kennedy, spoke for 
most witnesses when he

As additional lood for 
thought for the committee, 
other actual or potential con­ 
flicts of interest were raised. 
For instance, the department 
has the power ol recommen 
dation for all federal judge­ 
ships, while at the same time 
it is the biggest single litiga 
tor before those judges. 
S im ila rly , besides the 
power ot prosecution, the 
department also has respon­ 
sibility for the federal prison 
system and parole and par­ 
dons - “ from the dock to the 
block". Various witnesses 
suggested dividing up this 
wide jurisdiction. 
One answer to the prob­ 
lems that a scandal such as 
Watergate poses lor the 
department might be to leave 
its basic structure intact ex­ 
cept for the creation of a new 
and permanent special 
prosecutor's office. So far 
Congress has not moved very 


far along this line. 


Last autumn, alter the In 
mg ol Archibald Cox, the first 
special Watergate prosecu 
tor, some members of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
were keen to name a suc­ 
cessor to Cox by congres­ 
sional statute But this at 
tempt was shelved as Leon 
Jaworski, who was norm 
nated by Mr. Nixon, began to 
show his independence. 


Senator Alan Cranston 
<D—Cal.) was one ot the men 
behind the attempt, and he is 
now offering a lull to set up a 
commission that would study 
the need for and feasibility ot 
a permanent special prosecu­ 
tor’s office. This hill was also 
considered in the recent 
Senate hearings and. perhaps 
because it is only a proposal 
to set up a study, u met with 
more approval than the Er­ 
vin bill.

chief county administrator. 
As LAFCO juggles the 
various 
petitions 
for 
city hood of Hope Ranch. 
Isla 
Vista 
and 
Goleta 
Valley, and the annexation 
of (ioleta Valley to Santa 
Barbara 
(involving 
an 
unprecedented amount of 
staff 
work 
and 
hearing 
time), Perkins also has had 
to carry a share of the 
always arduous labors of 
preparing the 1974-75 county 
budget. 
The 
extremely 
busy 
administrative 
staff 
has 
been working at peak levels 


this spring on county work 
It is hard to visualize any­ 
one on the staff having ade­ 
quate time to plan ahead for 
incorporation 
and

resolved. A study aimed at

Meanwhile, although the

report. Surely, it could cost 
up to $50,000 or more and

There seems little hope 
that 
Johnson’s

Respetable Lector: Conforme estadísticas geográficas, 
hasta el dia 19 de julio de 1923, el territorio del actual 
Estado de Chihuahua pertenecía a la Nueva Vizcaya; cuya 
capital era la ciudad de Durango. Según datos veridicos. 
fue hasta el 17 de agosto de 1825 cuando se publicaron los 
decretos donde se crearon formalmente los poderes y 
derechos como Estado de Chihuahua, y el dia 7 de 
septiembre de 1825, se emitió la primera Constitución de 
dicha entidad. 
Efectivamente amigo mió, la ciudad de Chihuahua, 
capital del Estado, fue fundada por el capitán Antonio A. de 
Deza. Según acta asentada el dia 12 de octubre de 1709, con 
el nombre de Real de Minas de San Francisco de Cuellar.

The House 
in January by a 
stunning vote of 248 to 155 turned 
down money for IDA. Without the

the 
“ replenishment" for IDA. agreed to 
by

lengthy 
negotiation, falls apart and IDA will 
be out of business. 
The effort of those in Congress 
who see IDA as a last ditch means to 
help some 40 nations whether the 
oil-fertilizer pinch is to get a bill 
passed by a sizeable majority in the 
Senate. This new measure would 
then go to the House with some hope 
of 
overcoming 
the 
die-hard 
opposition. 
With little or no political clout 
left, the White House is doing 
nothing to move IDA along. That is a 
principal reason for the drift. Until 
his resignation Secretary of the 
Treasury George P. Shultz gave 
strong support to the International 


monetary commitments as did his 
under secretary Paul A. Volcker 
who 
is 
also 
leaving.

responsibility foi a push falls on 
Secretary 
of

A. 
Kissinger 
whose 
burden 
is 
intolerable. 
In the same way the sweeping new 
trade bill is becalmed on the dead 
sea of Congress. The opposition is 
vociferous It includes such noisy 
demagogues as Sen. Vance Hartke 
with the swelling chorus of the AFL- 
CIO Senators who might be for the 
bill are apathetic. 
During extensive hearings on the 
first trade bill in 12 years to have a 
chance 
of 
passage, 
very 
few 
senators paid any attention to the 
complicated measure. At time only 
one senator was present in the 
hearing room. The bill is considered 
essential for the conduct of new 
trade negotiations with Europe and 
Japan. 
The

the* executive 
is 
matched by the apathy and drift in 
the Congress. The congressional 
process is hopelessly antiquated. It 
gives a built-in advantage to the 
obstructionists and those like Sen. 
Russell 
Long, chairman of the 
committee considering the trade 
bill, with special interests to serve. 
With his own highly profitable oil 
holdings, 
Long 
is 
powerfully 
positioned to judge trade and the 
increased taxes on the oil industry in 
a measure to come from the House. 
This is no internal quarrel that we 
can work out in our own good time. 
We are not alone. The Europeans 
and the Japanese are beginning to 
ask whether we are with it or not. A 
superpower that opts out puts the 
world in double jeopardy when the 
challenge to a stable future is so 
menacing.

Fish and game 


years ago. 
When, more than 100 
the Fish and Game Commission was 
created by the legislature its duties 
were 
relatively simple, 
being 
concerned with regulating fishing 
and hunting. 
But, as the years rolled by, its 
activities were expanded until today 
it 
is 
burdened 
with 
extensive 
responsibilities 
having 
little 
or 
nothing to do with the protection of 
game animals. 
It still establishes the hunting and 
fishing seasons and is charged with 
patrolling all of the lands and waters 
of the state for the protection of both 
game and non game wildlife. 
But that is only part of its chores. 
With the increased concern for 
environmental 
protection, 
the 
department is involved in water 
quality matters, stream clearance 
and numerous other jobs. One 
seldom thought of in connection 
with Fish and Game is the review of 
land 
development 
proposals, 
including 
such things as large 
shopping centers, to determine the 
impact they may have on the 
environment. 
Despite all of these extra tasks the 
department 
remains 
entirely 
dependent upon revenues derived 
from the sale of hunting and fishing 
licenses, together with some federal 
allocations for game management 
projects. 
In recognition of the fact that such 
funding may not provide ample 
money for all of the assignments 
which have been heaped upon the 
department, 
Assemblyman 
Ray 
Johnson is sponsoring legislation to 
channel funds from other sources to 
Fish and Game operations. 
While Johnson, a legislator since 
1964, is not a member of the House 
committee dealing with fish and 
game legislation and is not an 
ardent fisher or hunter, he says he 
became 
interested 
in 
the 
department’s problems because “ it 
struck me as inherently unfair to 
expect the sportsmen to foot all of 
the environmental costs.” 
Ray 
Arnett, 
director of 
the 
Department of Fish and Game, said 


although he had 
not requested 
Johnson 
to author 
the support 
legislation he welcomed it. 
“ I have long believed there should 
be other sources of money to carry 
out the environmental work which 
has been delegated to us by the 
legislature. The reliance placed 
upon license revenues from hunting 
and fishing is not realistic. It puts 
many of the programs thought 
essential by the lawmakers in 
competition for dollars with game 
management programs,” he said. 
What Arnett is hinting is that if 
license revenues continue to be 
diverted to programs unrelated to 
game management the hunter and 
fisher interest will decrease and 
license revenues will dwindle. 
Johnson 
initially 
proposed 
earmarking a small percentage of 
sales tax revenues for Fish and 
Game use. Confronted with the 
usual opposition of those who have 
an aversion to special funds he 
altered the bill to declare general 


fund money should 
be made 
available to meet Fish and Game 
budgetary needs. 
The latter approach won’t work 
because the budget experts will 
simply cut Fish and Game budget 
requests back to anticipated license 
revenues. 


be 
An idea which might work would 
to allocate all 
sales taxes 
collected on hunting and fishing 
equipment to the department. These 
funds can be easily identified by the 
State Controller since federal excise 
taxes are already imposed on most 
of the merchandise. 


And there can’t be too much 
argument against that kind of an 
approach because there is already 
precedent for it. One of the most 
recent examples of assigning sales 
tax to special purposes was that of 
the sales tax on gasoline to be used 
for rapid transit and other projects 
not directly benefitting the motorist 
who is paying the tax.
